Q It is the following question: "Is the witness in a position to 
inform us about the limitations of his powers anc the competence of Manpower 
Commitment Administration?" Answer by General von Falkenhausen: 
certain time there was a labor office in my district which was concerned with 
the recruitment of voluntary workers, I cannot remember the exact date any 
more, It may have been in the fall cf 192 when that labor ffice was 
suborcinated to Sauckels and from then ^n T hac only to carry out the orders 
received from him," 

Is this explanation of the position of the military commander von 


Falkenhausen correct? . 


It is incorrect in several points. In Belcium there was not one 
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lab:r office but a number cf labor offices and also recruitment :fficos; but 


these labor organizations from the very beginning were uncer the supervision of 
the field com anders in Belgium. These field comaanders' offices were offices 
of the military commander, a transfer c. the task rendered the task fcr the 
German plenipotentiary -= not only was it subordinate to hin, he only could 
scn: his ceminds, his requestg, to the administration of General von 
Falkenhauscn, but not directly to e labor office. 

Q shat were conditions in Holland? Who was competent for Holland? 

That is Reich Commissioner. 

Q Anc. there was a plenipotentiary of Sauckel with him? 

A Yes, a plenipotentiary was a pointed there also, who 
representative of Reich commissioner. 

Who issued the labor decrees there? 

The Reich commissioner 

anc who carried cut the recruitvent, German or Dutch officials? 

Those were Dutch offices, anc the chiefs of these offices were 
Gemans; the rest of the personnel essentially Dutchment. These offices 
tock the necessary steps for the recruitment. 

Q Now, I have one more question concerning Germany. The metal 
incustries were a part of your field, weren't they? 

Yese 
Krupp, for instance, 
Yes. 

Q Uhat Co you know about the conditions in the Krupp works concerning 
the care and comfort of the worker? 

A I have not had any unfavorable reports about Srupp. The citizen 
representative of Germany visited the Krupp Works frequently and reported 
about the repcrts and impressions thet he had received, ¿nd never mentioned 
anything about ths care anc comfort of foreign workers; nothing unfavorable. 
I myself have never come to the firm Krup curing the war.
